BRINGING BULLION BARS 


A Remarkable Piece of Head-work 
* in Engineering. 


So quietly and unostentativusly 
has the work of construction beeu 
prosecuted since the furmation of a 
compauy to build reduction works 
iu Keno, that very few people usn- 
derstand the real size and impor- 
tance of the institution. To-day, 
however, after a very few months 
time bas elapsed, the ore is actually 
being worked and 


THE SHINING SILVER 


Is being shipped away. One re- 
warkable feature of the works is 
that pota plan has been drawo on 
paper and nota stuke bas been 
stuck by a surveyor. A _ prelimi- 
nary line was run by Mr. Bridges 
to establish the amount of fall that 
could be obtained, but after that the 
only chart to work by was iu Mr. 
Howell’s head. He marked the 
places for the wheel, the tail race, 
the building, furnaces and battery 
with all the shafts, pulleys, belting 
and everything, and not one was 
moved a quarter of an inch from 
the mark, and everythiag works 
smoothly and correctly without a 
jacoraecreak.
